CHASE OF FUGITIVES

Langhorne Short of Forage 
for Horses and Col. Sib- 


ley, 40 Miles South of Line, 
Is Rushing Additional Sup- 
plies to Him. 


MARATHON, Tex., May 17.—A truck 
driver arriving here today from Boquil- 
las said that it was reported on the 
border that Maj. Langhorne and two 
troops of cavalry had surounded the 
Big Bend bandit raiders about 125 miles 
f->— the border, killing six and captur- 
ing 7. Army officers here have made 


no announcement regarding such an en- 
gagement. According to the truck driv- 
er’s report, the bandits were surround- 
ed and did not put up a fight. <ne 
Americans ceased firing at once. 


SAN ANTONIO, Tex., May 17.—The 
rescue by the American soldiers of J. 
Deemer and the negro cook, Monroe 
Payne, carried off as prisoners by the 
bar.dits that raided Glenn Springs 
anu Boquillas, war reported to Major- 
General Funston today. 

The report came from Col. Frederick 
Sibley, who. received his information 
from Maj. Langhorne, who is about 100 
miles south of the border. 

A detachment of Maj. Langhorne’s 
force found the Americans at Fil Pino, 
8 miles south of Boquillas, early yester- 
day morning. The Americans had been 
left there by their captors in charge of 
the residents. None but the unarmed 


inhabitants of the town was there when: 


the American soldiers arrived and no re- 
sistance was made. 

Their rescue alive was due to the 
retusal of the residents of the village 
where they had been left to carry ouf 
the orders of the bandits to kill them 
if the American ‘troops attempted 
their rescue. 

Maj. Langhorne reported to Col. Sib- 
ley that he was pushing forward and 
hoped to overtake the bandits during 
the, day. He added that no Federal 
troops had been encountered and that 
the attitude of the residents in the ter- 
ritory through which he had passed ap- 
peared to be friendly. 

A scarcity of forage was reported and 
Col. Sibley said he was preparing to 
send forward as rapidly as possible hay 
and grain for the horses and mules. 


_ Col. Sibley was at a point about forty 


miles sodth of the border.

NEW ARMY PISTOL DEADLY 
IN FIGHT WITH VILLISTAS 


Killing of 55 at Ojo Asules Attributed 
to Effectiveness of 45-Caliber 
Automatic Weapon. 

FIELD HEADQUARTERS, May 8.— 
By Army Motor Train to Columbus, 
N. M., May 17.—The high mortality 
of Mexican bandits in the Ojo Azules 
fight last Friday when Maj. Robert 
I, Howze’s command killed 55 Vil- 
listas was attributed by officers here 
today in part to the effectiveness of 
the new army automatic forty-five 
caliber pistol. Most of the fighting 
was done with pistols by the Ameri- 
cans at close range. 

The new pistols shoot practically 
point blank at more than 100 yards. 

The briefest report of the fight was 
that brought back to the advanced 
base by Sergt. Chicken, the oldest of 
the 20 Apache Indian scouts. No one 
with this expedition seems to know 
Sergt. Chicken’s age which is esti- 
mated variously at from 70 to $0. He 
was in the van during the pistol bat- 
tle. When urged to tell what he 
knew, Sergt. Chicken said: 

*‘*Him damn fine fight.’’ 

Further details he refused to dis- 
close.

~ CHARACTERS IS INVENTED 


Orlental Educator From London Says 
It Is Adapted to Linotype or 
Typewriter. 

SAN FRANCISCO, May 17.~Dr. T. P. 
Lam, a distinguished Chinese scholar, 
is here on his way to China to submit 
an alphabet of 56 characters intended 
to revolutionize the written language 
of China. Dr. Lam also has devisdi a 
telegraphic code of dots and dashes to 

be used in connection therewith. 

His system, he said, proved practical 
in a test given in the Chinese schoals. 
He was led to devise the alphabet ne 
said, because China’s preseat written 
language was so cumbersome that it 
proved a handicap in a fast moving 
world. His alphabet, he sali. could be 
placed on a linotype and adapted to the 
typewriter.

ON TRIAL FOR 
REALTY FRAUD 


Ruling Tomorrow on Defense’s 
Plea Transaction Was Debtor- 
Creditor One. 


LEADING MEN WITNESSES, 


Charge of Embezzlement Grows 
Out of Financing Ashdown 
Realty Co. Apartment. 


Charles C. Nicholls, 61 years old, 
of 4344 West Pino boulevard, a real 
ectate dealer and formerly an elder 
of the Westminster Presbyterian 
Church, went to trial in Circuit Judge 
Grimm's court today on a charge of 
embezzlement by bailee of $8375.58 
from the Ashdown Realty and Build- 
ing Co. The penalty, upon convic- 
tion, is from two to five years in the 
penitentiary. 

Both the State and the defense asksd 
Judge Grimm to rule upon the defense’s 
contention that the case grew out of an 
ordinary building loan, which in reality 
was a debtor-creditor transaction, in 
which there was no criminal act in- 
volved. 

The Court agreed to make a ruling to- 
morrow on the point, thus determining 
whether the State should proceed with 
its case. Meanwhile, veniremen were 
examined, from which a jury will be 
chosen tomorrow if Judge Grimm over- 
rules the contention raised by the de- 
fense. 

Prominent Men as Witnesses. 

Nicholis has summoned as witnesses 
more than a score of prominent St. 
Loulisans, among whom was the Rev. 
John F. Cannon, pastor of the West- 
minster Presbyterian Church. Others 
are Hobart Brinsmade, wholesale mil- 
liner; Goodman King, jeweler; C. H. 
McMillan of the Mercantile Trust Co.: 


Fred C. Lake, Robert Rutledge, Julius: 


Haller, George W. Lubke, Julius Pitz- 
man, Fred G. Zeibig, Henry L. Cornet, 
Gerald B. O'Reilly and Victor E. 
Rhodes. 

Some of these were intended as char- 
acter witnesses for the defendant, while 
some of them, who are real estate deal- 
ers, are to be questioned by the defense 
in an effort to prove that the offense 
charged against Nicholls is a fréquent 
occurrence in real estate circles. 

Nicholls chatted happily with several 
of his witnesses, and frequently smiled. 
He wore a gray suit, held himself erect 
and although his hair and mustache 
are gray, he did not show his 61 years. 
He sat among the spectators during ex- 
planatory statements of counsel to the 
Court, and later, when the veniremen 
were questioned, he sat at table with 
his counsel, Andrew C. Maroney. 

Cireult Attorney Outlines Case. 

Circuit Attorney Harvey, when the 
case was called, explained the transac- 
tion which resulted in Nicholls’ indict- 
ment last June. He said the Ash- 
down Realty and Building Co., had an 
unimproved lot at 65879 Nina place, on 
which it solicited a loan to finance the 
erection of an apartment building. Nich- 
olis agreed to negotiate a loan, and 
took the Ashdown company’s deed of 
trust for $8500 on the Nina place prop- 
erty. 

Building plans were drawn and 
Charles N. Lund contracted to erect the 
building for $8500. Nicholls was to pay 
for the construction, from time to time, 
on the contractor’s orders. 

The Circuit Attorney stated that Nich- 
olis sold the $8500 deed of trust to John 
B. Westermayer of 3615 Juniata street 
for $4000 cash and a $4500 deed of trust 
on other property; that Nicholls paid 
out $1663 on the construction of the 
apartment, and that Westermayer fore- 
closed on the Nina place property. 

The Cireuit Attorney told Judge 
Grimm that Nicholls’ counsel, in con- 
ference with him, had contended that 
the title to the Nina place property was 
vested in Nicholls, that it was a debtor. 
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PRESIDENT SENDS 
REPLY TO POPE'S 
PEACE MESSAGE 


Said to Have Emphasized De- 
_..-Sire to Keep. U.S. Out of 
War. 


WASHINGTON, May 17.—President 
Wilson has replied to the message sent 
him recently by Pope Benedict, in which 
the Pope expressed the earnest hope 
that war between the United States and 
Germany would not be precipitated by 
the submarine issue and conveyed the 
impression that -he hoped the United 
States might be of assistance ultimately 
in restoring peace to Europe. The reply 
of the President was conveyed: through 
Mgr. Bozano, the.apostolic delegates 
here, who delivered the Pope’s message 
to the White House. 

White House officials refused today to 
discuss the Pope’s message or the reply 
of the President, but in other quarters it 
was indicated definitely that the ex- 
change of messages had only remotely 
to do with the question of peace in Eu- 
rope. 

The President is understood to have 
informed the Pope that he was very ea- 
ger to keep the United States out of the 
war and would do everything possible 
consistent with maintaining the honor 
and rights of the United States. Neither 
message will be made publilc. 

At the White House today it was eaid 
that nothing was known of the mission 
to this country of Secretary Grew of the 
American embassy in Berlin, who is now 
on his way to the United States. It has 
been suggested that possibly he might 
be bringing a message from Emperor 
William to President Wilson.

Britain from the seizure of enemy 
ships and thelr cargoes in the last 20 
nenths of the war, according to the 
record of the prize court.

CASEMENT 
FOR TREASON TRIAL 
IN UPPER COURT 


Sir Roger and Daniel Bailey 
Gommitted After Bow Street 
Court Hearing. 


LONDON, May 17.—Sir Roger Case 
ment and Daniel J. Bailey were cqin- 
mitted for trial today for high treason. 

This decision was reached at the con- 
clusion of the preliminary hearing of 
these men on the charge of participa- 
tion in the Irish rebellion, which has 
been in progress since Monday. The 
date of the trial and the court before 
which it will be held have not yet been 
announced. 

The prosecution today had very little 
more evidence to introduce against the 
head of the Sinn Fein revolt and the 
former British soldier whom he is ac- 
cused of having seduced from his al- 
legiance. 

No Defense Made. 

Counsel for the prisoners has 
asked very few questions in cross-ques- 
tioning, apparently being satisfied to let 
things take their own course during the 
preliminaries. 

When the case was reopened thia 
morning Constable Carter of the 
Royal Irish Constabulary was re- 
called for cross-examination at 
the request of the defense. The 
trend of the questions indicated 
that at the time-of his arrest Bailey at- 
tempted unsuccessfully to give informa- 
tion to the pdlice in régard to the pro- 
jected uprising. — 

Carter said he had not heard Bailey 
say after his arrest that he had a state- 
ment for the authorities, but that at an- 
other time he did hear Balley say: 

“I have important information which 
will give you police something to do.”’ 

It was disclosed after a time that 
Bailey had made a statement to the 
police under a guarantee that he would 
receive “protection.”” Sergt. Brestwick 
of the Royal Irish Constabulary, who 
was in charge of the Ardney Barracks 
when Balley was brought itn after his 
arrest, said he asked the prisoner for 
the address of some person to whom he 
should communicate the news of Bai- 
ley’s arrest. The prisoner declined to 
give this information, bit later said h» 
would tell the Sergeant “part of the 
ti. "’ The witness continued: 

“Balley then said: ‘I came over from 
America under false colors. I joined a 
society there, but do not want anyone 
to know who I am.’ ”’

It is due next Fri- 
day, and I have been down here for 
several days trying to sacrifice my 
interests here in order to meet that 
note.” 

Van Dyne was asked to tell how he 
had got the $76,000. He said that he 
gave it to ‘Ben Blair and A. L. Blair.” 

He was asked who the Blairs were. 

Blairs “His Friends.” 

“They were friends whom I had met 
in Texas years ago,” he replied. ‘They 
came to see me at my office at the 
freight depot in March and asked me to 
cash their check on a San Francisco 
bank. I cashed them, thinking they 
were good.” 

He said that in all he cashed seven 
checks, for a total of $76,000. When 
asked if all the checks were cashed 
one day, he replied that “they were 
cashed at different times on several 
days.” 

“The Blairs told me that they would 
honor the checks when they got to San 
Francisco,’’ Van Dyne said. “They re- 
pudiated them. 

“Tl took the money without authority 
and cashed their checks. So I gave my 
note to the Bank of Commerce for §7é,- 
000 to make the money good.”

Story of Casement’s Trip From Ger- 
many Told Yesterday, 

The testimony yesterday dealt with 
Sir Roger’s trip from'Germany to Ire- 
land in a submarine, his Capture and 
the fate of his arms ship.

The most interesting testimony was 
the story of the fate of the German ship 
Aud, which was sent out from Kiel 
with arms and ammunition to fulfill in 
part promises of assistance said to have 
been made by the Germans. : 

The Aud was held up off the west 
coast of Ireland not far from Tralee, 
by the British naval patrol ship Blue- 
bell and was being taken to Queenstown 
when she was sunk by her own crew. 

Details of the capture and sinking 
were given by Sidney Waghorn, a sig- 
nal man on the Bluebell, who said: 

“Early Good Friday morning the Blue- 
bell was on patrol duty off the south- 
west coast of Ireland when we sighted 
a ship flying the Norwegian colors. We 
signaled her and asked who she was 
and where she was bound. She replied 
that she was the Aud, bound from Ber- 
gen to Genos. At that time we were 
about 130 miles west of Queenstown. 

‘We ordered the Aud to follow us, but 
she did not do so until we fired a shell.

WHEN DUTCH SHIP

Two Other U. S. Citizens on 
Board the Batavier V Were 
Saved. 


LONDON, May 17.—The American em- 
Lassy was informed today that Luigi 
Martini Mancini, an American citizen, 
vas drowned when the Dutch steamship 
Batavier V was blown up in the North 
Sea. 

Two other American citizens who were 
on board the steamship were saved, 
Mancini, a wireless expert, was from 
Roswell, N. M. 

The blowing up of the Batavier, a 
1500-ton vessel, was reported in a dis- 
patch to Lloyd’s from Great Yarmouth. 
Four members of the crew were lost 
and the remainder landed at Great 
Yarmouth. The Batavier V was on her 
way to London from Rotterdam.

Condemnation of public utility corpo- 
rations by different organizations of St. 
Louis, coupled with complaints that 
electric light and gas rates are too hign, 
and with demands for seats for all 
street car passengers, was attributed 
by Festus J. Wade, in a spéech before 
the members’ conference of the Busi- 
ness Men’s League at the Mercantile 
Club today, as the principal reason why 
St. Louis is not keeping pace with the 
other cities which are trying to dislodge 
it as the fourth city. 

Wade declared that unless St. Louls 
awakes from its lethargy its people w'll 
be apologizing in three or four years 
for being St. Louisans and Missourians. 
Unless the different organizations of St. 
Louis unite and pull together for the 
good of the city, he declared, St. Louis 
will be the fifth, sixth, or possibly the 
seventh city after the next cengus, yout 
Missouri will drop behind Texas, an 
possibly other states, in population. 

He said it was unpleasant to have to 
give utterance to these facts, but that 
it was better they be told now than 
to be held back until everybody would 
be ashamed to be known as a Mis- 
sourlan, 

“It is a disgrace and a shame that 
every Missouri railroad is in the hands 
of a receiver,” he said. ‘“‘Why? Be- 
cause we have neglected our civic and 
public duty. We have not demanded 
that railroad rates should be adequate, 
and that vested capital should have 
equal rights and protection with labor. 

“Go into your streets at night and 
they look like a graveyard or a desert. 
Look at your vacant property here, 
and your office wuildings with 75 per 
cent of their space idle.

PHILADELPHIA, May 1i.—Interest 
in the first presidential preferential elec- 
tion tn Pennsylvania yesterday was 
overshadowed by the contest for leader- 
ship of the Republican party in the 
State, in which Senator Boies Penrose 
apparently was victorious over Gov. 
Brumbaugh, after one of the bitterest 
figh of the organization. 


The fight centered in the office of 
Auditor-weneral and the returns early 
today indicated the nomination of State 
Senator Charl.cs A. Snyder, representa- 
tive of the Penrose element, over 
Charles A. Ambler, standard-bearer of 
the Brumbaugh forces, by a comfortable 
margin. 

Twelve Delegates-at-Large. 

Tn the fight for the election of 12 dele- 
gates-at-large to the Republican na- 
tional convention, the Penrose faction 
apparently elected the majority of the 
candidates. The Brumbaugh element, 
however, claimed the -election of the 
Governor and Mayor Smith of Philadel- 
phia. The Brumbaugh candidates are 
pledged to support the popular choice of 
the party in the State, while the Pen- 
rose delegates are uninstructed. 

There were only two candidates of the 
presidential preferential ballots, Presi- 
dent Wilson on the Democratic, and 
Gov. Brumbaugh on the Republican, but 
Henry Ford received a large number of 
votes by the use of stickers, a million 
of which had been: distributed by his 
business agents. 

Scattered Votes for Others. 
Some Democrats voted for Ford. 
Former President Roosevelt, United 

States Supreme Court Justice Hughes 
and others received a scattered vote. 

Philander C. Knox was unopposed for 
the Republican nomination for United 
States Senator to succeed Senator Oliver. 

In Philadelphia, the $114,400,000 loan 
bills for rapid transit and municipal 
improvements were approved by a large 
majority.

TO BUSINESS MEN 


Recommends Co-operation of 
Federal Trade Commission 
With Firms and Organizations. 


WASHINGTON, May 17.—Co-operation 
hetween the Federal Trade Commissio. 
and business firms and commercial or- 
ganizations with the object of standar4- 
iZing trade, is recommended by Presi- 
dent Wilson in a letter to Edward N. 
Hurley, vice chairman of the. commis- 
sion. The President urges that the con:- 
mission investigate industries and if it 
finds any not “healthy” to suggest a 
*‘practical and helpful remedy.” 

The President wrote to Hurley io 
commend him for suggestions made in 
mn recent speech at Boston in which Hur- 
ley told of efforts being made by the 
commission to assist the small manufac 
turer and merchant in bettering his con- 
dition by helping him improve his cost 
accounting and bookkeeping methods. 
“This is a step in the right direction 
and one of the main fundamentals vf 
any successful business,”’ said the Pres- 
ident. ‘‘It is most important to the fu- 
ture success of a business man that he 
should know what his goods actually 
cost. If he has the facts, they will en- 
eble him to present a modern balance 
sheet to his bank and as a result »> 
will be better able to obtain credit with 
which to expand and develop his busi- 
ness. 

“Your suggestions that trade associa- 
tions, associations of retail and whole- 
sale merchants, commercial clubs 
boards of trade, manufacturers’ associa- 
tions, credit associations and other sin- 
ilar organizations should be encouraged 
in every feasible way ty the Govern- 
ment, seems to me a very wise one, To 
furnish them with data and compre- 
hensive information in order that they 
may more easily accomplish the resuit 
that they are organized for is a 
rroper and useful Government func- 
tion.”’

Morse of Excelsior Springs, manager of 
the Weeks campaign, conceived the idea 
that he might be a candidate for the 
honor, and proceeded to round up the 
delegates for Berryman Henwood of 
Hannibal, youngest member of the dele- 
gation. 

The delegates will meet in St. Louts 
next Tuesday. Hadley, angered at the 
fight Morse is making upon him, has 
started out with the intention of being 
elected chairman of 'the delegation. He 
has been attacking the stand-patters 
and charging that the politicians oppos- 
ing him were inspired by selfish mo- 
tives. 

Hadley has also threatened to make a 
fight to prevent Jacob L. Babler from 
becoming Republican National Commit- 
teeman to succeed Thomas K,. Nied- 
ringhaus. Babler was elected without 
opposition by the Republican State con- 
vention, but Hadley takes the position 
that the delegates to the national con- 
vention have the power -to elect the 
National Committeeman, and that the 
action of the State convention was il- 
legal. He accuses Babler of being in 
league with Morse to prevent him from 
being chairman of the delegation. 

Announces Vote of Delegation, 

All that the chairman of the delega- 
tion has to do is to announce the vote 
of the delegation on the floor of the 
convention on each roll call. 

The two Kansas City delegates, C. C. 
Madison and Thomas R. Marks, have 
started the fight in behalf of Hadley for 
chairman of the delegation. At a re- 
cent conference of the delegates it was 
found that all but seven would support 
Henwood, but some of the delegates say 
now that sentiment has changed on ac- 
count of the useless fight upon Hadley 
and that Hadley will win out.

WHITE HOUSE 


Spent Sleepless Nights Over German Crisis, Says 
if He Has to Knock Man Down to Retain 
Moral Influence He Does It 


WASHINGTON, May 17.—President 
Wilson last night made public a frank 
and intimate review of his three years 
in the White House and his impressions , 
of foreign and domestic problems, before 
Washington correspondents gathered at 
the National Press Club. He spoke of 
the difficulties of the presidency and 
particularly of the motives which have 
guided his handling of the European sit- 
uation. 

“America,”’ the President said, ‘‘is for 
peace because she loves peace and be- 
Heves the present war has carried the 
nations engaged so far that they cannot 
be held to ordinary standards of re- 
sponsibility.” 

But he added that the United States 
has grown to be one of the great na- 
tions of the world and therefore must 
act “more or less from the point of 
view of the rest of the world.” 

“If I cannot retain my moral influence 
over a man except by knocking him 
down occasionally,’’ he said, “if that 
is the only basis he will respect me, 
then for the sake of his soul I have 
to knock him down occasionally.” 

Kept Awake Nights. | 

The President declared he had been 
kept awake nights considering the Eu- 
rcpean situation, because thexe might 
come a time when the United States 
would have to do what it did not desire 
to do, and “the great burden on my 
spirit has been that it has been up to 
me to choose when that time came.” 

He added that he did not conceive 
that he had been elected President to 
do as he pleased. ‘If 1 were it would 
have been very much more interest- 
ing,”’ he sald. 

Impressions of public men as a class 
were given frankly by the President, 
with the comment that some grew and 
some swelled. He also discussed the 
relations of the newspapers to the af- 
fairs of the nation, and sounded a warn- 
ing that false information about for- 
eign affairs was more than likely to 
lead to trouble. 

The President’s remarks as original- 
ly delivered were read by him care- 
fully before being made public, but no 
important portions were eliminated and 
the wording was not changed substan- 
tially. 

Following is the text of the Presi- 
dent’s speech: ' 

“T am both glad and sorry to be 
here; glad because I am always happy 
to be with you, and know and like so 
many of you, and sorry because I have 
to make a speech. One of the leading 
faults of you gentlemen of the press is 
your inordinate desire to hear other 
men talk, to draw them out upon all 
occasions, whether they wish to be 
drawn out or not. I remember being in 
this press c'!ub once before, making 
many unpremeditated disclosures of 
myself, and then having you with your 
singular instinct publicly instst that I 
should give it away to everybody else. 

“IT was thinking as I was looking for- 
ward to coming here this evening of 
that other occasion when I stood very 
nearly at the threshold of the duties 
that I have since been called upon to 
perform, and I was going over in my 
mind the impressions that I then had 
by way of forecast of the duties of 
President and comparing them with the 
experiences that have followed. I must 
say that the forecast has been very 
largely verified and that the impressions 
I had thén have been deepened rather 
than weakened. 

Presidency an Inconvenient Job. 

“You may recall that I said then 
that I felt constantly a personal de- 
tachment from the Presidency: that 
one thing that I resented when I was 
not perfe¢ming the duties of the of- 
fice was being reminded,that I was 
the President of the United States I 
felt toward it as a man feels toward 
a great function which, in working 
hours, he {is obliged to perform, byt 
which, out of working hours, he is 
giad to get away from and almost for- 
get and resume the quiet course of his 
own thoughts. I am constantly re- 
minded as I go about, as I do some- 
times at the week-end of the personal 
inconvenience of being President of 
the United States. 

“If I want to know how many people 
live in a small town, all I have to do 
is to go there and they at once line 
up to be counted. I might, in a cen- 
sus-taking year, save the census 
takers a great deal of trouble by ask- 
ing them to accompany me and 
count the people on the spot.

“Yet, as I have matched my expe- 
riences with my anticipations, I, of 
course, have been aware that | was 
taken by surprise because of the 
prominence of many things to which 
I had not looked forward. 

“When we are dealing with demo- 
cratic affairs, gentlemen, we are dealing 
with things that to us as Americans 
are more or less calculable. There is a 
singular variety among our citizenship. 
it is true, a greater variety even than I 
had anticipated; but, after all, we are 
all steeped in the same atmosphere, we 
are all surrounded by the same environ- 
ment, we are all more or less affected 
by the same traditions, and, moreover, 
we are working out something that has 
to be worked out among ourselves, and 
the elements are there to be dealt with 
ut first hand. 

“But when the fortunes of your own 
country are, so to say, subject to the in- 


ing through other parts of the world. 
then the strain is of a singular and un- 
precedented kind, hecause you do not 
know by what turn of the wheel of 
fortune the control of things is going 
te be taken out of your hand: it makes 
no difference how deep the passion of 
the nation lies, that passicn. may be so 
cverborne by the rush of fortune in 
circumstances like those which now exist 
that you feel the sort of—I had almost 
said resentment that a man feels when 
his own affairs are not within his own 
hands. 


Is Under a Strain. 

“You can imagine the strain upon the 
feeling of any man who is trying to 
interpret the spirit of his country when 
he feela that that spirit cannot have 
iis own way beyond a certain point. 
And one of the greatest points of strain 
upon me, if I may be permitted to point 
it out, was this: 

“There are two reasons why the chief 
wish of America is for peace. One is 
that they love peace and have nothing 
to do with the present quarrel, and the 
other is that they belleve the present 
quarrel has carried those engaged in it 
so far that they cannot be held to ord!- 
nary standards of responsibility, and 
that, therefore, as some men have ex- 
pressed it to me, since the rest of the 
world is mad, why should we not sim- 
ply refuse to have anything to do with 
the rest of the world in the ordinary 
channels of action? Why not let the 
storm pass, and then, when it is all 
over, have the reckonings? 

“Knowing that from both these two 
points of view the passion of America 
was for peace, [I was, nevertheless. 
aware that America is one of the na- 
tions of the world, not only, but one 
of the chief nations of the world—a na- 
tion that grows more and more power- 
ful almost in spite of herself; that grows 
morally more and more influential even 
when she its not aware of it: and that 
if she is to play the part which she 
most covets, it is necessary that she 
should act more or less from the point 
of view of the rest of the world. 

If I can not retain my moral influence 
over &@ man except by qnocking him 
down occasionally; if that is the only 
basis upon which he will respect me.

OPEN SHOP DISPUTE 
DELAYS PEACE IN 


| " 
Two Conferences to Be Held 
This Afternoon to Discuss 
Wording of Agreement. 


Two conferenoes will be held this aft- 
ernoon at the headquarters of the Mas- 
ter Builders’ Association in the Century 
Building in an effort to bring about 
peace in the building trades, which has 
been disturbed since a strike was de- 
clared three weeks ago by the Hod Car- 
riers’ and Building Laborers’ Union, Lo- 
cal 22. The strike has been supported 
by other trades associated with the 
Building Trades Council. 

After a conference yesterday, an agree- 
ment was reached between contractors 
and union leaders in which there was to 
be no recognition of the laborers’ or- 
ganization as a union and a wage scale 
was agreed upon.as follows: Wreckers, 
25 cents an hour; excavators, 274% cents 
an hour; building laborers, 20c an hour. 
This agreement was accepted by the 
union leaders, »ut- was later refused vy 
the contractors making up the recently 
organized body of employers known as 
the Wreckers’ and Excavators’ Associa- 
tion, because of the wording of the 
agreement. 

The members of the Wreckers’ and 
Excavators’ Association informed F. 
G. Boyd, secretary of the Master Build- 
ers’ Association, this morning, that 
they would agree to pay building labor- 
ers 30 cents an hour, but would insist 
upon a maximum of 20 cents for wreck- 
ers and 2% cents for excavators. 

Strikers Still Out. 

The action taken by the contractors 
dcing excavating and wrecking caused 
the Building Trades Council to keep the 
strike in force upon buildings where 
excavating or wrecking was being done. 
This includes the new Post-Dispatch 
building, the extension of the Wagner 
Electric plant and the Luyties building 
at 4200 Laclede avenue, At a number 
of other buildings where only overhead 
work is being done‘the laborers were 
ordered to report for work this morn- 
ing. 

A new difficulty then arose which re- 
sulted in strikes being renewed upon 
sume of the buildings. This difficulty 
grew out of the interpretation by union 
leaders of the agreement that while the 
Hod Carriers’ and Building Laborers’ 
Union would not be recognized, that 
there would be no “discrimination.’’ 

Maurice J. Cassidy, secretary of the 
Building Trades Council, told a Post- 
Dispatch reporter this morning that the 
union leaders understood the agreement 
to mean that the contractors would re- 
employ all of the men who went upon 
strike and would not employ any non- 
union labor. Several contractors ex- 
pressed the opinion that the agreement 
called for the open shop and enabled 
contractors to employ union or non- 
union laborers as they wished. . 

“We will not stand for any open 
shop,”’ said Cassidy. “We have per- 
mitted men to return to work today 
upon all buildings where only union 
men including laborers, are employed. 
We will not permit work to continue 
in cases where contractors employ non- 
union laborers.”’ 

One of the leading contractofs con- 
nected with the Wreckers and Excava- 
tors’ Association telephoned Boyd at 
the Master Builders’ headquarters dur- 
ing the morning that the association 
members had agreed not to accept the 
conferenee agreement upon payment of 
wreckers and excavators. 

Talk of Arbitration, 

Throughout all the negotiations there 
has developed a strong feeling on both 
sides that some method of permanent 
arbitration must be devised. 

Louis J. Haenni of the Gilsonite Con- 
struction Co. has suggested that a per- 
manent board of arbitration be created 
to deal with all disputes between emplov- 
ers and employes. He proposes that tiie 
board should consist of an equal num- 
ber of employers and employes, who may 
choose an impariial referee, and that the 
board’s activities should include not only 
the building trades, but all local indus- 
tries,

The board was formed by the elec- 
tion of arbitration committees to 
rerve one year by the Building Con- 
struction Employers’ Association and 
the Chicago Building Trades Council. 


Considerable opposition to it was 


raised in the council, although 
O'Donnell always had Leen a strong 
unionist and has been on the side of 
labor in some of the hardes fights 
the unionists ever made in Chicago. 
It was provided that the two arbi- 
tration committees meet in January 
each year in joint session, elect a 
president, secretary and treasurer and 
umpire, who are to organize a joint 
arbitration board for each ensuing 
year. The umpire, it was agreed, 
sh:culd not be affiliated with the 
building trade. It is stipulated that 
ali disputes that cannot be settled by 
the parties concerned shall go to the. 
aibitration board, to which full power 
ts» enforce agreements between em- 
ployers and unions was given. 
Building in Chicago thie year has 
bcen unhampered by strikes and both 
werkmen and employers agree that 
the *fact that there has been little 
trouble fs due to a larwe extent to the 
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efforts of O'Donnell and his co-work-

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GERMANY MENAGES 


HUMAN RACE, SAYS 
DAVID JAYNE HILL 


Former Ambassador to Berlin, in 
Speech, Asserts It Is Ready 
for Any Enormity. 


By Leased Wire From the New York 
Bureau of the Post-Dispatch. 
NEW YORK, May 17.—A severe ar- 
raignment of Germany was made by 
David Jayne Hill, former Ambassador to 
Germany, at Newark, last night, in a 
lecture on international law before the 
students of the New Jersey Law School. 
in Wallace Hall. Dr. Hill’s references to 
the imperial Government was as fol- 

lows: 

“What confronts us is a situation in 
which economic expansion is in unholy 
alliance with the inherited preposterous 
idea of absolute sovereignty. It takes 
whatever it can grasp and hold. To ob- 
ain and maintain its grasp, it is pre- 
pared to perpetuate any enormity. It is 
ready to ruin the whole of Europe anc 
to challenge all the rest of the world in 
its mad career. It pours living men by 
the hundreds of thousands into the red, 
gaping crater of death. It rains explo- 
sives from the skies, it renders the 
breath of life a cruel poison by asphyxi- 
ating gas. It respects neither manhood 
nor womanhood, nor childhood. it 
threatens the dastruction not only of 
civilization, Whiuwh it has already 
wrecked, but the very existence of the 
human race. 

“We must, therefore, find a new law 
or human life will be impossible. And 
what shall the law be? On what shall 
it be based? On a wornout theory of 
the state, oncé relatively harmless, but 
now become preposterous? Upon the 
assumption that some nation, by its 
superiority of force or efficiency, is 
henceforth to rule the rest of man- 
kind? On the pretension that even the 
people—the all-wise and all-powerful 
people—are to do whatever they please, 
without legal restriction? 

“Shall we not rather conclude that the 
time has come for the nations, and espe- 
cially for this nation, to affirm in no 
doubtful terms that there are certain 
rights and duties of nations upon regard 
for which the future of mankind de- 
pends? 

‘‘Whoever has closely studied the great 
turning points of history must be aware 
that new eras are originated by new ex- 
igencies.” At this moment we are pass- 
ing through that experience. Whether 
we are to be joined by others or left 
alone in splendid isolation is not our 
responsibility. We cannot do better, we 
must not do less, than to repeat the 
words used by Washington to the con- 
vention called to frame our Federal 
Constitution: 

‘“*Tet us lift up a standard to which 
the wise and the virtuous may repair; 
the future is in the hands of God.’ ”’

TO ABOLISH LOCAL STRIKES. 

The tentative settlement of the labor contro- 
versy in the building trades, averting a costly 
war, suggests action on the excellent proposal 
of Louis J. Haenni-of the Gilsonite Construction 
Co., made in a letter to the Post-Dispatch, 
that a local board of arbitration be organized 
to deal with all disputes between employers and 
employes. ; 

The board would have to command the confi- 
dence of both sides. It should be composed of 
equal representatives of employers and employes, 
with an impartial referee chosen by these repre- 
sentatives. It should be organized with an agree- 
ment that both sides shall abide by its decisions, 
and that no action beyond referring disputes to it 
shall be taken by either side. Then strikes, with 
their attendant trouble and cost, would be avert- 
ed. The men would continue work while the 
board adjudicated controversies. 

As Mr. Haenni suggests, the jurisdiction of the 
board should go beyond the building industry 
and embrace all local industries. Thus industry 
of all kinds would be uninterrupted. The pros- 
perous activities of employers and wage-earners 
would be unchecked. 

Secretary Cassidy of the Building Trades Coun- 
cil is quoted in favor of the plan. Doubtless 
other labor leaders will fall in line when they 
consider its advantages. Similar boards are oper- 
ating with success in other cities. Its value to St. 
Louis cannot easily be estimated. Not only wage- 
earners and employers of labor, but the public, 


‘| would reap great benefits. 
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OFFICE KISSING DISCOURAGED. 

In the interests of higher efficiency the rule 

adopted against office kissing by the Stenogra- 
phers’ Union of Boston is a distinct advance. 
Even those kindly tokens which beautified the 
relation of employer and employe and relieved 
business of some of its harshness will be dis- 
couraged, as well as the osculation that savored 
of bribery which some employes submitted to in 
order to hold their places. When the “old kissers”’ 
are faithfully reported to the union and black- 
listed, and only male typists will serve them, it 
will be a pretty retribution. A similar scheme 
adopted and faithfully lived up to in St. Louts and 
other thriving centers of stenography would ren- 
der bustness more comfortable, if less distracting, 
and assist the general uplift. 
Female employes may have all of the respect 
they so richly deserve if they will exact it every- 
where. There is no meaner cowardice than that 
of the mongrel who insults the woman whom 
work forces to stand beside him, and when he is 
pointed out men are unanimously in favor of 
kicking him, metaphorically, and literally if the 
circumstances permit.

Agreement with such a 
view is, of course, impossible. 
' Not the least of St. Louis’ handicaps to prog- 
ress were incurred in the old days of unregulated 
utilities, prodigal bestowal of long-term, cinch 
franchises and other characteristic abuses of In- 
visible government. That is sufficient to. contro- 
vert his conclusion. But his view is overwhelmed 
by the further circumstances that among modern 
cities those which are most successful in attract- 
ing capital and enterprise to themselves are cities 
which are most painstaking in regulating public 
service corporations.

And it may be noted as a coinci- 
dence that the period of their most remarkable 
advance began when they abandoned their former 
complaisant policy of toleration for utility aggres- 
sions and forced on their utilities a square deal 
policy of full compliance with the law and with 
franchise obligations.

VICTIMS OF WAR AND OF DISEASE. 

After the first few months of the war, interest- 
ing figures were compiled showing the effect of 
the mortality on the total losses of several large 
American life insurance companies whose busi- 
ness includes many risks in Canada and the bel- 
ligerent European countries as well as in the 
United States. 

The report of one such company whose figures 
have been brought up to Jan. 1, 1916, shows that 
409 of its policy holders were killed in the war 
during 1915, 448 were killed by accident, 707 died 
of cancer, 772 died of pneumonia and 950 died 
from tuberculosis.

met death by accident, 68 per cent of all who met 
death from cancer, 53 per cent of all who met 
death by pneumonia and 43 per cent of those who 
met death through tuberculosis.

Ty stitution of the first of the 
modern war medals of Great 

Britain, thé famous “Waterloo” med- 
al, which was conferred upon every 
officer and soldier present at that 
memorable victory over Napoleon. 
The Waterloo medal bears on one 
side a figure of Victory, copied from 
an old Greek coin, and on the other 
a bust of the Prince Regent, after- 
ward George IV. The distribution of 
this medal caused a great deal of dis- 
satisfaction among ry soldiers who 
had fought so valiantly in Spain, but 
had missed Waterloo. Later medals 
were given to all who /nad fought for 
England from 1798 to, 1814. 
The next importan? medal of Great 
Britain was issued in 1854 at the or- 
der of Queen Victoria. Al) of the he- 
roes who took part in the great bat- 
tles of the Crimean war, including 
Balaklava, Sevastopol, Inkerman and 
Alma, were rewarded with the Cri- 
mea medals. 
Since the war medals have been 
conferred upon those who have par- 
ticipated in all of the important vic- 
tories won by British arms. The list 
of such medals runs into the hun- 
dreds. The most important distribu- 
tion of medals was that following the 
conclusion of the contest with the 


Boers.

Electrically Heated Clothes.

[Electrically heated blan- 
kets, chauffeurs’ gloves and similar de- 
vices have bcon on the market for some 
time, usually adapted to sources of cur- 
rent which do not require to be carried 
about the r >rson.

Cromwell issued a number of medals 
which bore his effigy, and some of 
these were given to common soldiers.
